Hawking’s book on cosmology, "A

Hawking. 51. is a profcs.sor at\aiu- 
bridge Uiiivcriity. wliea* he is Luca.sian 
Professor of Mathematics, the chair 
once occupied by Sir Isaac Newton. I le 
continues to fonnulatc his powerful 
theories despite the fact that Ibr many, 
years he has bceirahnost c'omplctcly 
paralyzed by amyotrophic laiccil scle- 
rosis^ or Lou Gehrig's disease. 

In '9 wheelchair and speaking 
thmugh a computerized v<iice synthe- 
sizer, he used a siiujtlc slide show ami a 
few une-lincrs to kec|> his tiudicncc riv- 
eted vvhile he gave a complicated les- 
son in cosmology. 

“Tliis may be the first time you've 
been addressed by a rcsl'compuier.'' 
said Hawking, speaking through the 
voice synthesizer .attached to his motor- 
ized wheelchair.

"The uncommon Intermountain 
Sulphur Butterfly is usually only 
found in small isolated patches

. ished in the fire, he said. 

Owen -said the butterflies feed 
exclusively on wild sweet 'pens 
and that when litc peas dry up in 
late summer the caterpillars go 
dimnuMl and lay on the forest floor 
through the winter. The .intense 
fire last summer did no harm to 
.the sweet. peas, bui-i!ie frail, dor- 
mant caterpillars were burned.

“It's been a bad week," said John 
Roseboro, who cau^t most of Drys- 
dalc's games with the Dodgers.

Here 
he ir, 6-foot-6, in his loud clothes^ as 
happy as ever.” 

Irohically, Drysdalc died in a city 
where he once played os a minor lea- 
guer and later began his big-lcaguc 
broadcasting career. 

"We played here, he was my 
roommate, 1 took him under my 
wing,” Dodgers manager Tom La- 
sorda recalled Sunday. 

That was in 1955 when Drysdalc, 
at age 19, played for the Montreal 
Royals, a Dodgers farm dub. 

l^own as a fierce competitor with 
u sidcarm delivery that made him 
particularly lough'On-right-handod-- 
hitters, Drysdalc was 209-166 with a 
2.95 ERA' in 14 seasons with the 
Brooklyn and Los Angeles Dodgers 
from 1956-69. He was elected to 
baseball's Hall of Fame in 1984.

AIDS IRONY; It is another .one of those ironies that
